2 More Lives Claimed In Violent Crimes 


The violent crime wave in which six persons lost their 
lives during January, continued its destructive sweep the 
past weekend, leaving a 44 year old disabled Northeast 
area man, and a 23 year old. Southside man dead in its 
devastating wake. 
.-Fhe-latest. victims include Cecil Boyd, 1794 Jermain 
Dr., whose body was found Friday crammed into a closet 
“of his home, and Walter D. Brewer, who was shot to 
death early Monday evening, police reported. * 

~ Boyd; a semi-invatid who tived alone, was apparently 
beaten to death in what police theorize to have been & 
robbery attempt. His body was discovered by his brother- 
in-law, Ernest McClendon, 1447 Kenmore Rd., police 


said,.He had gone to the house Friday afternoon to in- 


vestigate after relatives had tried to reach Boyd without 
success, police reported. 

Upon entering Boyd's bedroom, McClendon saw blood 
on the carpet near the closet, opened it and found the 
body, police said. ‘ 

As police were in the process of continuing their in- 
tense investigation of the Boyd tragedy, they were 
notified of the Winslow Dr. shooting about 5 p.m. Mon- 


day. Brewer died of a gunshot wound in the chest at 
Grant Hospital about 45 minutes after he was shot, police 
reported. ; 

His assailant was identified by police as Joe Nathan 
Richardson, 44, of 2191 Winslow Dr., Apt. 5. He was 
afrested and charged with murder. ~ 

According to police, the killing climaxed a “running 
fued"’ between the two men, apparently triggered. by a 
romantic relationship involving Richardson's 22 year old 
daughter, Sherlene and Brewer... > 

“Richardson, police said, had filed a charge of 
menacing threats and criminal damaging against Brewer 
in January 1978. Richardson, also sought to file a charge 
against him in the city prosecutor's office Monday after- 
noon, officers said. 

Richardson told policé that the prosecutor refused to 
allow him to press the charge, claiming that he did not 
have enough evidence for the menacing threats charge 
he wanted to file stemming from telephone harassment. 

Later Monday, Richardson reportedly told police, 
Brewer, 1958 Clay Ct., came to his apartment 2191 Wins- 
low Dr., Apt. 4 and started “hassling” him over his daugh- 


ter.'He said Brewer gave him the impression that he was 

armed by keeping his hands in his pockets. 
Richardson was quoted as saying he went upstairs 

and: got his rifle, returned and shot Brewer with a 308 


rifle.in. the chest. After he fell, Richardson shot him in the 


arm. R surrendered without an_incident and 
was cooperating with them, police said. 

Richardson's cooperation apparently paid vim an 
healthy dividend, jn that he was allowed to go free ona 
recognizance type bond when he appeared for a-hearing 
Tuesday in Municipal Court: His hearing was continued 
to Feb. 14. on 

In the meantime, Boyg,was said to have been injured 
several-years—ago when a truck in which he was a 
passenger was smashed by a train. As a result of the 
mishap, he lost a leg and suffered permanent body in- 
juries, The CALL & POST learned from a reliable source. 

it was also learned that Boyd had often expressed 
fears for his safety. He was afraid that a group of neigh- 
borhood youths would try to rob him.

The Coroner's office also_reported that Boyd was 
beaten’to death with a blunt instrument. He had been 
repeatedly struck about the head and body. causing 
fractures to the skull and ribs, the spokesperson said. 

In the meantime, 29 year old James Moon, who was 


shot Saturday while at the home of his mother, 144 
Wilson Ave., remained in poor condition at Grant 
Hospital. 


Moon, according to police, refused to cooperate and 
would not give any details of the shooting that wounded 
him in the left side. He even refused to identify his 
assailant, leaving palice in the dark as to whether they 
are looking for a man or a woman, they said.

Assertive, Involved In Their Future 


City Councilman Jerry 
Hammond last week called 
on the Columbus black 
community to ‘begin 
augmenting long range 
Plans for developing, 
organizing and_ par- 
ticipating in programs in- 
tended to lessen the social 
and economic hardships of 
blacks. 

Hammond was the 
speaker for the Annual 
Banquet of the Mt. Vernon 
Avenue District Im- 


provement Association last 
Wednesday night at Mt. 
Vernon Plaza. 

He said the decline of 
liberalism in this country 
places an ‘“‘immense’”’ 
challenge on blacks to 
assert themselves in fin- 
ditg solutions to unem- 
ployment and social ills 
that face the poor. 

“If our future is to be 
brilliant, we have to be in- 
volved in shaping that 
future,"” Hammond said. He

upon him. Reciting a tale 
remembered from. his 
childhood, Dr. Bryce com- 
pared his feelings to those 
of a school boy, who, when 
asked by his teacher to 
spell the word “sugar,” 
faltered, then said: “It's too 
sweet io spell.” 

““Thank you’ is just too 
sweet to spell,” said Dr. 
Bryce. 

Roderick A. Bryce was 
born on Feb. 3, 1890, in 
Couva, Trinidad, then part 
of the British West Indies. 
He was the eldest of eight 
children. He attended 
Queens: Royal College in 
Port-au-S p.ain, Trinidad, 
where he. studied phar- 
macy. 

However, at a very early 
age Dr. Bryce aspired to 
become a -physician, and 
his father talked of sending 
him to Scotland to pursue 
a degree in medicine. But, 
a friend who had attended 
Meharry persuaded him 
and his father to consider 
the United Siates, even 
though Trinidad was then 
a British colony. He arrived 
at Meharry in 1912 and 
graduated in 1916. His 63 
years of service as a prac- 
ticing physician include 
seven years in the rural 
community of Hartwell, 26 
years in semi-rural Rox-

“There arg millions of 
people in this country who 
cannot find work and must 
suffer these consequen- 
ces," Hammond said. He 
said poor blacks and 
whites want to work but 
cannot - because of 
economic decline 
following the 1960s. 

The councilman, who is 
seeking re-election, also 
said education, generally

education. 

Hammond urged the 
gathering to begin giving a 
sense of direction in 
Columbus and this coun- 
try. Blacks have done it in 
the past, he said, and can 
in the future.

“The ver’ notion that 
corporate ‘America is 
discriminati _ against 
white people is a joke,” 
she said.

Last week the govern- 
ment filed a legal brief with 
she Supreme Court saying 
voluntary affirmative action 
programs designed to end 
apparent discrimination 
are valid.

A few days ago a suit was filed in the 
Federal Court in Washington by Sears, 
“charging that government actions have 


.ereated an unbalanced civilian workforce | 


which restricts employment opportuni- 
ties of American Citizens.” 

At the heart of this court action, is a 
desire to get the Federa! Government to: 
first, live up to its own rules and regula- 
tions; and, second, to clarify these rules 
and regulations so that companies and 
businesses that desire and want to do so, 
may have positive guidelines by which 
compliance can be measured and 
evaluated. Se 

The suit says; “Federal agencies are 
trying to hold private employers liable for 
the workforce the government itself 
created. 

Sears makes it perfectly clear that its 
suit is not to try to dodge or restrict its 
compliance with. government rules and 
regulations, but to try to find” some 
reasonable, practical way to fully comply. 

'““The suit,” Sears says: “that the 1978 
amendment to the Age Discrimination in 


Employment Act. further restricts job 


opportunities for women and minorities.” 

Why thie suit is being brought Is stated 
by Sears in this statement: “We believe in 
this country and because we believe, we 
have taken this action to cut through the 
impossible conflicting * regulations, to 

clarifi 
help to refocus national goals and 
achieve means toward these goals.” 

As a proot of Sears desire to live up to 
and to comply with the laws, the suit 
points out that Sears, “have made very 
substantial progress to our goals. Of our: 
more than 400,000 employees at the end* 
of 1977, 19.9 per cent were minorities: 
compared with 8.7 per cent in 1965.” 

Sears further says: “With respect to 
minorities, we lead other reporting com- 
panies by more than athird in the officials 
and management category.” 

After pointing out that “this demon- 
strates our commitment to the spirit and 

letter of the law, “President Edward R. 
Telling of Sears says: “We also believe it is 
time to end government practices which 
are working at cross purposes, hamper- 
ing real progress and discouraging 
voluntary efforts.”

FEDERAL BUDGET 


SLOWS GROWTH 


Living up to its advance billings, the Admin- 
istration has proposed a tight and austere 
Budget. Too tight. Too austere. If Congress 
passes it in all its particulars, chances for a 
recession by year-end will be increased, a 
our social problems will worsen. : 

But the Administration does deserve credit 
for its emphasis on targeting programs. Given 
the President's mandate for a relatively low 
deficit and for slashing the domestic side of 
federal spending, the budget-makers acted 
with a degree of compassion often missing in 
Washington. 

A serious attempt seems to have been made 
to keep services to the poorest citizens intact. 
Spending has been cut, but programs have 
been reshaped to try to make maximum use of 
the available funds for those most in need. 

For example, while trimming expenditures 
for education the Administration is planning.

But the Budget’s 
impact on the inflation rate is minimal. And 
even ‘f a tighter Budget was necessary, why 
does all the trimmings have to come out of 
necessary domestic programs? 

There’s no belt-tightening at the Pentagon, 
for example. Defense spending will get a ten 
percent boost in the coming year. And this is 
ontop of an enormous backlog of unspent 
appropriations from previous years. In fact, 
there’s a real danger that the Pentagon will 
start spending some of that huge backlog of 
funds. with the result that inflation really might 
heat up. 

The Administration prides itself on a zero- 
based budgeting process that puts all. federal 
spending on a priority basis, eliminating and 
cutting where priorities are lowest. 

Then how come funds for jobs, housing, 
and urban programs shrink while. military 
spending goes up? Almost $600 million will be 
cut out of public service jobs for example, less 
than the cost of the new MX missile expendi-

That reflects distorted priorities. So too, 
does the deep cut in the number of subsidized 
housing units. So too is the failure to initiate 
new programs needed by the poor. The 


Administration won't renéw its plan for soft 
public works projects -- the kind of labor- 
intensive public jobs that put unskillec 
workers on the payroll. 

Given the public mood about spending and 
taxes, the federal Budget has to be air tight, 
with every penny targeted to programs that 
deliver essential services. Few could argue 
that even this austere Budget has programs 
that might be trimmed or eliminated with no 
great loss to the nation. 

So calling for a more pronounced tilt 
toward programs that benefit the poor, the 
sick, the jobless and distressed cities isn't a 
plea forbudget-busting:it's a call for maximum 
efficient use of our nation's scarce resources. 

Some voices of protest are being heard. 
House Speaker O'Neill complained about cuts 
in summer jobs for youths, cuts in job pro- 
grams, and in Social Security benefits. Even 
Senate Majority Leader Byrd complained that 
the Social Security cuts are “nickel and dime 
cuts.” 

Those nickel and dime cuts won't save the 
Treasury much more money but they will have 
a devastating impact on the: poor. Cutting 
death benefits, survivors benefits and other 
items are terrible blows to.people who depend 
on their pre-paid social insurance benefits. It 
was a mistake for the Administration to pro- 
pose them and it would be shameful for Con- 
gress to pass them. 

This Budget has as its priorities more for 
defense and less for job and social programs. 
The nation’s needs -- ‘which should dictate 
Budget priorities -- are for full employment 
and controls on inflation's impact on neces- 
sary items in the family budget. Viewed from 
that perspective, the propsed Budget leaves a 
lot to be desired.
